Arbutus make a background that is 
worth going a long way to see. 

In some of the small draws you can 
find, the licorice fern, still fresh and | 
green. Close by the little monkey flow- | 
er jis still in bloom. Perhaps the sun | 
warm up the rocks as in other places. 

As you come to the top of the long 
ridge, you can see before you Prospect | 
Lake shimmering in the sun. To the 
southwest can be seen Maltby Lake 
like a jewel amongst the green of the 
firs and willows, 

Looking north to Salt Spring Island, 
you can see Mount Tuam, Hope and 
Bruce against the skyline. You seem 
to be on a level with Little Saanich 
Mountain, with the observatory standing 
out againdt the golden yellow of the 
broom that is so plentiful there.

OTTAWA (CP) — Canadian airlines made a 
profit om opérations of only one-tenth of one per 
cent in 1959. 

Chairman. Paul. Davoud of the air transport 
board.reports in his annual review of the airline 
business that the airlines had operating revenues 
of $222,865,000 last year against operating ex:
